Kurier Polski was printed, has been bought by the Slev Union (Union Esi.eva)} . : 
fron funds contributed by the Argentine Communist Party end Slav Conmaurist i 
napers,. It is alge reported thet the Soviet Eubassy asatated financially in i 
enapsing the purchase price of 213,000 Argentine pesos. 


The idea for the purchase of the printing establishment, which was dene F 
through intermediaries, originated with Estenisleo Kowaleski, a Polish Sonmunist i 
who has since returned to Polend. The plan was drafted by Keweleski wila the 
belp of Riebov and Igor Budhearin of the Soviet Embassy, and was subsequsnkly 
syproved in Moscow. 


Four Slav papers with definite Communist slents are now being printed in the 
newly ecquired plent, end it is eventually intended that ali pro-Russien Slav 
papers will be printed there. 


In addition to selling the printing shop, Jose Kordratewies and Holesls: Lasecki, 
the formar ownere, also sold the peper Kurier Poleki. As a result, ther are 

being threatened with a suit by certein anti-Commmist members of the ish t 
coummity. It de alleged by the latter that the paper Js the moral provorty e. 
af the old pro-London Polish communttz. : 


The former Polish Minister, Mircslev Arotazeveli, has sent a memorandum to 
President Peron's vrese office charging that the pro-democratic paper buries 
Folgki is now under Communist control, and has esked for an Jz vestigation by 
Sxgentine authorities, Arolszevski also announced that if Buier Pole.

4s # Pole who eight yeera ego worked as a Linotype operator for Kuler, Polsky. 
He was formerly in partnership in the printing business with another Pooc 
(fnu} Yankowski. At one time he printed various Communist papera and 1 
propagenda material, thereby bringing himself into disrepute with the icg 
police. In the past several monthe his bueiness has picked up, however, and 
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ho now alleges that hie shop is worth about 110,000 Argentins peses. He slains 
that he is strongly anti-Communist, but has always kept on friendly ter:e with 
the Slav Corrmnists in order to procure their printing business. 


She Czoch uceltly, Tabor, is considering moving to Olsewles’s shop, But Lis 
future is uncertain because of a drop in cirewlation and a generel distrust of 
its etiter, Emanuel Suda. Suda is in disfavor, it is reported, because hs is . 
pro-Soviet, althourh he does not alvoys follow the party line. 


Tho Ulraingon weekly, Nesh Kiveh, cdited by Jose Krywyi, and formerly published 
at the Kurier Poleki, establishment, is now being printed ot the shop of another 
Ukrainian wookly, Ulgeinskic Slovo.
